NEW Oni.EANS, Ln., Decembt-r 3.— A. L. Kirby’s 
rolom wen- in the liinelii:lit at Jefferson I’ark this 
nfternotm, were earrietl to victory on two o<‘caslons 
and barly missed niuking it a triple. His goo<l 
fortune was inaugnratisl with Winchester in the 
sec'ond race ami followed Ity the victory of Blue 
Jeans. His Jackstraw landed in .second place in the 
following race. Winchester was an outsider in the 
Itetting but Blue Jeans and Jackstraw were favored 
and absorbetl considerable betting attention. The 
trio were ridden by Burke. 

Close racing was tlie order despite the featureless 
canl and ordinary starters. Backers of favorites 
experienced a rougli time for most of the first 
elioices were beaten in steady fashion. The over- 
throw of cliolces l)egan in tlie initial race when 
Segiirola was beaten easily by Celtic Lass. 

Charles A. Byrne was considered to have the 
second race at his mercy, particularly as l4yke had 
the mount on liim, but Winciiester never left the 
result in doubt, winning commandingly from the 
start, with Charles A. Byrne in second place. 

A pronounced upset came with the running of tlie 
sixth race, for which H. C. Bas<-h was backed to 
the exclusion of all the others. The subsequent 
victory of Judge Price at fancy odds was a hard 
Jolt for his backers. JadKesifrioe in most of hia 
ret»at races showed dismally and in view of his 
good race today it marked an outstanding form 
reversal. At that with a better lider H. C. Basch 
might have won. 

Anotlier odds-on favorite to go down to defeat 
was Murphy. He sliowed the way until reaching 
the stret(*h where he was passeil in turn by Bengali 
and Normandie, the former winning easily. 

Blue Jeans proved much the best of those which 
met in the fourth race for she began iioorly and 
had to come around all the others but won easily 
from Lover’s Lane. 

Jockey Gregory was the first to come under the 
starter’s displeasure and was susiiended for three 
djys for disobedience at the iwst. 

Many additional arrivals got in this morning, 
the newcomers including G. R. Bryson, who brought 
his horses from Bowie. 

S. A. Clopton, acting for H. P. Whitney, sold 
Amaae to F. Lettelier at private terms. He also 
sold the chestnut yearling colt by Star Shoot— Any 
Time to J. S. Randolph. Clopton has fifty horses 
liere and he is making strong effort to dispose of 
most of them. 

I H. D. Bauer, who is accumulating an extensive 
racing string, which now includes Tlppity Witchet 
aud Table D’Honneur, was an arrival from Bowie 
yesterday.

This ye.ar the J. K. L. Ross stable was a powerful racing combination and won more money than in 
any previous year in its history, but the Whitney stable won more, so It was not given to Commander 
Ross to ligure as the leading .American owner for the tiiird year in suc<-essioii. .At the outset of the 
racing year almost anyone of exi>erience in racing matters would have picked Sir Barton as the probable 
best money winner of the stable, but this noted liorse failed signally in th.it resia-ct and Boniface turned 
out to lie its chief money gathen>r. Trainer Bedwell seemed to ex|>erience difficulty in getting Sir Barton 
on eilge and ki-eping him there. He w’as himself and a grand ra<-er at Saratoga, but not afterward, 
particularly in his race with Man o’ War. Somewhat singularly Bedwell had nomething like the same 
trouble with Cudgel in that other great horse’s last .vear in racing. Bonifa<-e proved himself a dependa- 
ble race horse and Justly ranks in the front rank of the liandicap horses of the year. He was a noWe 
weight carrier, gifted with line sjieetl and a resolute and persistent finisher. Star Voter did the best of 
the two-year-olds and. in view of the way the young Star Shfsits generally improve, may be one bf the 
star three -year -olds of 1921. Billy Kelly was the same gallant warrior us always and never unplaced. 
Lion d’Or prove<l himself not fur from being the best sprinter of the year. Baby Grand did not win 
back his purchase price, but raced well and probably was profitable to his stable. Milkmaid could still 
race effectively, but showed some signs of declining form. In all, the stable raceil fifty- two horses 
and of these all but eight won money, but the $2.'>,000 Sun 'Turret’s modest contribution was only $2(W 
In tlilnl money. The splendid filly Constancy went wrong early and deprived racing of an ornament. In

SARATOGA STAKES’ ENTRIES LATE KENTlfCKY TURF GOSSIP 



Big Increase in Nominations Received for 
Stellar Events of 1921. 



A total of 1.20S nominations were received for 
the Saratoga stakes of 1921. which closed for 
entries on Novenilier 27. This is an increase of 17(1 
over the figures of 1920. 'The Hopeful Stakes, the 
richest of two-,vear-old races, chwed with 2SS nom- 
inations as compared with 22.1 of Inst year, fourteen 
of these entries coming from France for the account 
of H. I*. Headley of the Beaumont Stud of I.ex- 
ington. Ky. 'The entries f<T the 'Travers aud 
Alaliama Stakes of 1922 show an ini'rease over both 
that of 1920 and 1921. the latter event growing from 
seventy-five nominations in 1920 to 12.1 in 1921 and 
1.10 in 1922. President R. T. AVilson of the Sara- 
toga Kac-ing Association was greatly pleased over 
tile entry returns, which, according to bis wa.v of 
thinking, is a happy omen for the breeding industry 
of tlie countr.v and tlie continuation of tlie wonderful 
l»ros|M*rity enjoyed by the American tnrf during the 
season of 1920.

Much Pother About a Matter Sup- 
posed to Have Been Bettled by 
Supreme Court of Louisiana. 



(BY J. L. DEMPSEY). 

NEW ORLEANS, L-i., December 3. — The Business 
Men’s .Ass(K-iation will oiten racing January 1 and 
will oiierate within the provisions of all laws, ac- 
cording to Walter Gleason, attorney for the asso- 
ciation. Beyond this statement Mr. Gleason will 
make no further comment on the charge made by 
District Attorney-elect Marr that the IxM'ke law is 
lining violated at tlie Jefferson Park track, and 
tliat, if the same system is used at the Fair 
Grounds, he will prosecute as the district attorney 
of the Parish of (Irleans. 

Wlien asked if lie believed the system used at 
the Fair Grounds during the meeting of 1920, tiio 
same system now used at the Jefferson Park 
truck was a violation of tlie Locke law, Mr. Glea- 
son replied that lie did not care to enter into any 
premature discussion of the law or betting system. 

“I have only this statement to make,’’ said Mr. 
Gleason. “I do not know what system of betting 
prevails on tlie Jefferson Parish Fair race track, 
as I have not been there daring this meeting. I 
can only say that the Business Men’s Racing As- 
sociation will operate and keep within the provis- 
ions ot all laws on the atatnte books. Beyond this 
I can sa.v nothing.” 

Mayor-elect Andrew J. McBhane favors horse 
racing as long as the people want it — if it is con- 
ducted legally. This was his attitude as expressed 
when interviewed in reference to the statement b.T 
Judge Robert H. Marr that the system of betting 
at the Jefferson Park track was, in his opinion, a 
violation of the law. 

“I would not care to announce my opinion, be- 
cause of two things,’’ replied Mr. McKhane. ‘"The 
first is that I have not read Judge Marr’s com- 
ment and second 1s that I will have to know the 
actual conditions first. 

I “When we take into consideration the large at- 
I tendance at horse races, it is evident that the 
people want sjiort. 1 am for what the people 
want, whether it hapiiens to agree with my own 
opinion or not. You may say for me that I am for 
horse racing ns long as the people want It, If it 
j is conducted legally. 

! “You also can say that I am absolutely against 
hand-books, banked gambling games and lotteries. 
Betting at race tracks must be conducted legally. 

“As to whether betting as conducted at the 
Jefferson Park and the Fair Gronnds tracks is 
legal, I am not prepared to say because I am not 
a lawyer.” 

The Mayor-elect was asked his opinion about iss- 
uing a permit for tlie conducting of the meeting at 
the Fair Gronnds track. 

“I do not know anything about the issuance of 
such a iiermlt.” He replied. “The commission 

council is composed of five members aud I am 
only one member. I do not know whether the Busi- 
ness Men’s Racing Association will have, to be issued 
a iiermit or not. These are matters which will 
liave to be taken np after the new commiasion 
council goes into office. As for the issuance of a 
Iiermlt for racing I would treat that Just like the 
Issuance of any other permits that have been issued 
by tlie ('ity. I suppose the best way to find out 
bow many permits are out, is to call them all in 
then look over the applicant and see If he is fit 
to receive a iiermH.” 

The attitude of the city commissioners-elect #*ii 
racing in New Orleans is generally favorable, only 
one, Wilbert Black, opposes. 

('oiirad A. Bnchler, who succeeds Mr. Rivararde 
as District Attorney of the parishes of Jefferson. 
St. Charles and St. John, declared on Thursday that 
he exp«*cts to take office Monday. 

“I propose to cio niy full duty,” said Mr. Bnchler, 
“and I will enforce the law without fear or favor. 
I have lieen to the Jefferson race track once this 
iiicetiiig, lint I did not bet nor did I pay any |wir- 
ticular attention to tlie system of betting. 

“As District Attorney I will not lie in a position 
to be a detective, but ' if the Sheriff of Jefferson 
Parish makes any arrest for violation of the Taa-ke 
law I will prosecute. If any private citizen fiir- 
nislies me witli evidence that tlie law is being 
violated at the JeffcA’son triiek I will file informa- 
tions against and prosec-ute tlie guilty persons. I 
will give tln‘ I.xs'ke law and the Siqirenie Court’s 
deeisioii in the Austin ease niy full attention at 
(rnce and make u close study of tlieiii.” 

Sheriff J. B. Daiieiiliaiier on 'I'iinrsday declared 
tlmt he will take no action against the officials of 
the Jefferson I’ark track until he confers with 
Mr. Bnchler. 



ANCIENT HISTORY OF CHESTER CUP 

In 181B Gen. Orosvenor gave a cup valued at 
$100 . and joined Sir T. G. Egerton in another 
worth $300. Tlie city contributed, too, and to give 
more extension still to that iiolicy a stake was 
devised in 1824 to stand in tlie name of the 
trudesiueii of Cliester, who contributed $500. There 
were, later on, pro|iosals to add some cheese to the 
liouiity, and if good traders of Chester liad had 
their way the winner of the cup might have carried 
off a ton of that delicious commodity.
